Proteſtant the Presbjterian 5 the Independent ; 
the Baptiſ# z the @uaker ;, and the Church of the 
Firſt-Born ; to each of them I gave 1tirty pounds, to be diſtri- 
buted amongſt the Poor of their People, as a ſign of my dear 
Love to the Seed of God in all, which I faw lay crucified, dead.

That which principally moved me to this gene- 
ral Salutation, was,: the ſad and ſerious apprehenſion of the 
Straits and Limits by which I faw the Seed of God held in Bon- 
dage, and theſe ſeveral forts of Profeſſors to value themſelves, 
xt, alſo condemn one another; . 1a reference to thoſe Modes and 
Methods of Worſhip and Obedience, in which they are divided 
and diſtinguiſhed. My Salutation intended a check to this un- 
kind ſeverity amongſt them 3 and according to the inward Teſti- 
mony from God upon my Spirit (if poſſible) to let them un- 
derſtand, that our gracious God is no refpecter of Perfons, 
Sects, or Opinions, ET of every Nation, thoſe that fear God. 
and work Righteouſneſs, are accepted of him 3 and that all thoſe 
that walk in the Light of the Lord, wherewith he hath enlight- 
ned them, are ſaved. Mlelnjab. | 

In the Heavenly Revelation of this Bleſſed Viſton, wherein I 
felt and found my ſelf in a through Reconcilement to all Sorts 
and Sets of Men, I have begun, and now finiſhed my Epiſtles to 
thefe Sever: States of Chriſtians, which I recommend to the Chil- 
dren of Light, to read and 'to confider what the Spirit faith to 
the Churches. And becauſe in the Travels of this Teſtimony up- 
on the Soul, I have met with ſeveral Celeſtial.

Alſo Cardinal Cuſanxs, his firſt, ſecond, and third Rwle of *Per-

tending to a Holy Lite, by virtue of Chriſt's Holy Spirit in us, 
the only way to Life and Salvation. Allelyjah.

He faith, * The @zakers Principle is, To reſtore out of the

* come the greateſt Enemies to the Birth of Chriſt in the Saints 3

* and Joy in a ſerene quiet Mind. He was alfo in his day a great 
Prophet, (he ſaith) © 1/razFs Captivity is near an end, at which 
© time the Sons of God ſhall be made manifeſt ; ſo ſoon as that 
'©3s'come, there will need little other help than the Grave it ſelf 
© to caſt them forth, as the Womb doth the Fruit; then ſhall you 
© know the Lord is God when he hath opened and m_—_ you 
* up out of your Graves 3 ſuch will the Lord own vilibly for 
© his People, by putting his wonderful Spirit in them, and then 
© will God's Indignation be poured out upon his Enemies. That 
© the Nation that hath kept the Seed of God in Bondage, him- 
* ſelf God will judg more fignally than he did Pharaoh and the 
© Egyptians ; 1n this day ſhall the Tabernacle of God in Men be 
* vifible. He alſo ſazth, Doubtleſs great and precious Promiſes

:and many more of His, as of Others, I take to be true and faithful 
Sayings, meet to be conſidered by all that wait for, and exped& - 
Redemption, Conſolation, and Salvation from the God of Tjrael. 
Allelujah. You 
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You will not blame me, that T have enlarged upon the Teſti- 
monies of theſe Holy Men, that have finiſhed their Courſe, kept 
the Faith, and are gone before us into the Eternal Manſions of 
Glory 3 who having quitted their Mortal Fabricks, are flown 
mto the World of hidden Wonders. The Spirits of theſe Juſt 
Men made perfect, are now upon you, ye are come up to them, 
and in the harmonious Fellowſhip of that Spirit, ( which is now 
one and the ſame amongſt all the SanGtified, ) I have a few .

And ſo much the more is 
my Heart inflamed towards you, when I conſider you in rcte- 
ference, | 

Firſt, To the Nature of your preſent Station. 

And ſecondly, To thoſe great Deſigns that God hath prepa- 
red you for. : 

Firſt, For the Nature of your preſent Station, I behold you - 
(not as Moab, Fer. 48. 11, 12, &. but) as a People ſtanding 
in a more inward nearneſs with God, than the reſt of the for- - 
mal Tribes of Religious Proſelytes in the World 3 a People 
that have bin ſcattered from all your fleſhly Comforts and 
Confidences in all thoſe Joys, Hopes, Helps, and Eſftabliſh- 
ments, wherein you have truſted, below God.

fon : Unto you it is given to know thoſe Myſteries of the 
Kingdom of ' God, which lie hid from others in dark and ob- 
{cure Parables 3 you know that the Son of God is come, and hath 
given you an underſtanding to know him that 1s True, and that 
ye are in Him that is True, which is the very God and Eternal 
Life. You cannot be deceived with the tinkling Noiſes, or glit- 
tering Baits of, Loe here, or Loe there, for the Kingdom of God 
1s within you. In a word, there is nothing below Spirit, Power, 
and Subſtance, that can either crown your longing Expectations, 
or reward your holy Breathings after Truth, with a plenary and 
full ſatisfaftion. Thus as the Lord's Lillies among Thorns, ſo do 
you ſtand among the formal Daughters, being preſerved in your 
Station, upheld in your Principles, and as Beacons flaming with 
the holy Blazes of a free and univerſal Love, ſerve to enlighten 
the World into the way of Truth, and dire& their Feet into the 
Paths of that Peace, Amity, Union, - Reſt, and Security, to 
which as yet they are ſo much eſtranged.

{ mixed with Carnal Intereſt) expoſed the World to'Extremities 

*of Horror and Confuſion, as at this day > What indignity and 

-reproach doth indelebly ftick upon the Skirts of Profeffion and 

Chtiftianity, through that fiery and miſ-guided Zeal, thoſe F m_ 
an 
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and bitter Animoſities, that Strife and Debate, that Blood and 
Violence which abounds amongſt thoſe that walk under the glo- 
rious Names of Goſpel-Profeſiors and True Chriſtians? How in- 
fipid, lifele, and unſavory is the whole ſtate of formal Pro- 
feſſion grown, who while they cry up a Chriſt that died for 
them, and contend for an Hiſtorical Faith of his Death and Su 
terings, hoping to be ſaved by a bare Imputation of a Righteouſ- 
neſs wrought without them, ' and yet know nothing all this 
while of any inward change, or renewedneſs of Mind and 
Heart; bat totally ignorant of the inward aftive and real 
Righteouſneſs, which ſhould commend them to the World in an 
healing, ſaving, comforting, and refreſhing Spirit? And cer- 
tainly the higher People are advanced in a literal and carnal 
Knowledg of God and Chriſt, the more rough, bitter, and ſe- 
vere will their temper be towards all others that differ from them 
in the leaſt Circumſtances of Religion, it being natural to that 
Knowledg and Wiſdom, to ſwell and puff up the Mind in the 
lofty and high conceits of a felE-Righteouſneſs, rather than 
ſweeten and foften the Spirit in that Charity which edifies. Be- 
hold, this is the diſtracted Station wherein the Children of. Form 
are truly preſented (as Pharaoh's lean Kine) tearing and devou- 
ring each other in this day of Wrath : for now is the Judgment 
of this World 3 and what may quench theſe Flames ? what may 
quel theſe Diſorders ? what may repair theſe Breaches, or allay 
theſe Diſtempers, is the main thing that would be moſt defirable 
to know ? Bp 
We ſee that neither the Prudence of Princes, nor the Policies 
of Government (the Preſcriptions of the wiſeſt Reformers, nor 
the beſt eſteemed Regularities of the moſt magnifted Authors, 
and reverend Fathers )are capable to accompliſh this Reconciling 
Work : Nay, the Sacred Oracle of the Scripture it ſelf, is ſo far 
ſhort of obtaining this bleſſed End, that all different Parties do 
endeavour, with the greateſt induſtry imaginable, (by warping 
and winding the Text) not only to ſuit 1t to the occaſion ot 


their preſent Differences, but alſo thereby to juſtify their mad, 
| B blind. 
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| blind, and uncharitable Zeal towards each other : What Remedy 
then is left us in this Diſtreſs? Is there no Balm in Gzlead 2 Yes 
certainly, for although the extent of our Wounds and Breaches 
are too wide and great for the moſt ample Wiſdom and Righ- 
teouſneſs of Man to heal and cement, there is yet largeneſs enough 
in the eternal and univerſal Love of God to accompliſh this 
great Work, and to make his Jeruſalem a Praiſe upon the Earth : 
And 'tis (my dear Brethren) by the ample and large manifeſta- 
tions of this Univerſal Love, ſhed abroad in your Hearts, that this 
great Deſign of God muſt be accompliſhed : and oh how the 
Conſideration of this Glorious Work, (in and by you to be 
brought forth) doth draw out my Spirit towards you. Awake, 
awake then, put on thy ſtrength, O Sion, put on thy beautiful Gar- 
zzents, O Jeruſalem, thou Holy City 5 ſtand forth thou Virgin 
Daughter, clothed with the ſtrength of the Divine Majeſty, and pro- 
claim the Glory of your Principles, by the beauty of your PraGices to.

and Righteouſneſs) ſhall proſper 3 the Heather may rage, and. 
the People may imagine a vain Thing :, The Kings of the Earth 
may Plot, Conſpire, and take Counſel together againſt the Lord, 
and againſt his Anointed 3 yet the Lord hath ſet his King upon 
his Holy Hill of Zo, and he ſhall and doth Rule and Reign in. 
the midſt of his Enemies :. Let it therefore appear to the World, 
whoſe Subjets ye are, whoſe Banner ye are under, and what 
Motto it bears, which is, Glory to God in the Higheſt, on. Earth 
Peace,and. good Will towards Men. O how beautiful will thoſe feet 
be upon. the Mountains, which are ſhod with the preparation of 
the Goſpel of Peace 3. How beautiful. are thy, Feet with Shooes, O. 
Princes Daughter 2 Cant. 7.1, How amiable and: pleaſant will, 
| your. 
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your Lives and Teſtimonies be among Men, when you come 
forth in the largeneſs of that Love, Meekneſs, and Humility, in 
Forbearance and Forgiveneſs, which are the proper Ornaments, 
and moſt natural Inſtances of a true Goſpel-Profeſſion ? In the 
Name of God ariſe then, and ſhew your ſelves (in his ſtrength ) 
to be that in Power and Life, which the World are only in Pre- 
tence and Notion 3 let it be known by the lively and ative de- 
monſtrations of the Spirit of God in you, That greater is He that 
is in you, than he that 3s in the World : Your Principles I am ſure 
are more noble, extenſive, and generous ; do but draw them 
forth, and ſhew them to open view, and you will be a Blefling 
in your Generation ; The ſeveral Tribes and Languages ſhall 
faſten on your Skirts, and ſay, We will go along with you, for the 
Lord is amongit you : Nay, even the Kings of the Nations 
ſhall ſhut their «Months at this appearance of God in you, Ita. 52. 
14,15. For that which had not bin told them, they ſhall ſee, and 
that which they had not heard, they ſhall conſider. ( As Pharaoh ſaid 
of Foſeph, Where is there « Man in whom the Spirit of God is 2 
Gen. 41.

Not wnto ws 
Lord, not unto ws, but unto thy Name, be the glory of all thy won- 
drous Works. Sing Zion, ſhout O ye Inhabitants of the (ew 
Feruſalewt, Judges 5. 1, to 14. Awake Deborah, awake, awake, 
[eng to the Lord 5 Ariſe Barak, take the Harps of God in your 
hands, ye Heavenly Viftors 3 and in your- moſt ſtrenuous: Notes, 
fing aloud with Moſes and the Lamb upon your Chryſtal fiery 
Floods : Rev. 15. 2, 3, 4. Great and marvellous are thy Works, 
Lord God Almighty; Fuſt and true are thy Ways, thou King of 
Saints, who will not fear thee, O God, and glorify thy Name ? for 
thou only art Holy ; all Nations ſhall come and worſhip before thee, for 
thy Fudgments are made manifeſt. And again, Allelnjah, for the 
Lord God Omnipotent reigneth, and is manifeſt to be All in AIL all 
Qnity in all Variety. Thus to aſcribe to God All in all, and to the 
_ Creature-Nothing, is the top-Stone of God's Building, to which 
we cry, Grace, Grace. Allelujah. For His1s the Kingdom, the 
Power and the Glory, for ever and ever.
